Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1-12, 14-21 are allowed over the prior art because none of the prior art 
disclosed or suggested showing the particular structure and/or operation recited in 
these claims namely: 

Claims 1-1 1, 21 call for, among others, a first auxiliary conductor (12) inductively 
coupled to a first primary conductor (11); and a non-inverting amplification (320) having 
the connection and characteristic as claimed. 

Claim 12, 14-20 call for, among others, method (as shown in Fig. 1) of 
propagating the a.c. signal along a primary conductor; coupling said propagating signal 
from said primary conductor to an auxiliary conductor along the length of said primary 
conductor; establishing both conductance and transconductance between said auxiliary 
conductor and a ground conductor.
